1.  The  Public  Works  Committee  approved  an  authorization  of  $190,000 
isrzfc  ^h   in  December   1969  to  conduct  a  beach  erosion  study  along 
the  south  shore  of  Barnstabee  (Long  Beach) 

2.  The  Corps  of  Engineers  has  testified  and  the  Appropriations 
Committee  kasx^x  is  putting  $10,000  into  this  years  budget  to  get 
the  study  started. 

3.  Hearings  will  be  held  in  May  by  tire  Appropriations  Committee 
during  which  Members  of  Congress  and  private  citi-ens  may  testify. 

4.  In  talking  with  Gene  Wilhelm  (Minority  Counsel  for  the  Committe) 
he  remarked  that  the  Committee  will  probably  approve  the  $10,000 

to  begin  the  study  and  all  that  would  be  necessary  for  you  to  do 
is  submit  a  statement  for  the  record. 

5.  The  $10,000  is  the  normal  amount  requested  for  the  1st  year 
of  a  project  to  get  it  underway  (hearings,  preliminary  survey's 
etc.)  and  thatxztzizxwir   it  is  the  amount  that  is  within  the 
capability  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers  to  utilize. 

6.   I  will  check  with  the  Committee  at  the  end  of  the  month  to  find 
out  exactly  when  the  eharings  will  be  held  and  prepare  a  statement 
for  your  approval.

Gentlemen: 

The  New  England  Interstate  Water  Pollution  Control  Commission  has  re- 
viewed proposed  water  pollution  control  legislation  on  which  congressional  hearings 
have  been  held  and  wishes  to  register  opposition  to  enactment  of  legislation  which 
would  jeopardize  continuation  of  the  tax-exempt  status  of  municipal  bonds;  which 
would  create  a  multiplicity  of  new  agencies  involved  in  water  pollution  control; 
which  would  bring  about  changes  in  water  quality  standards  approvals  and  proce- 
dures; and  which  does  not  provide  for  extension  of  State  prefinancing  reimburse- 
ment beyond  the  June  30,   1971  expiration  date. 

The  Commission  opposes,    in  particular,    S3468  (re:  Environmental  Financ- 
ing Authority)  and  its  companion  House  bill  on  the  basis  that  enactment  would  pose 
a  future  threat  to  the  tax-exempt  feature  of  municipal  bonds.      The  exemption  of  int- 
erest on  State  and  local  bonds  from  Federal  income  taxation  permits  State  and  local 
governments  to  enter  the  money  market  on  a  competitive  basis  and  to  borrow  money 
for  pollution  control  facilities  at  lesser  cost  than  would  otherwise  be  possible.     The 
Commission  is  opposed  to  any  measure  which  would  jeopardize  the  tax-exemption 
principle,    present  or  future,    for  municipal  bonds. 

A  survey  of  the  Compact  member  States,    namely  Connecticut,    Maine,    Mas- 
sachusetts,   New  Hampshire,    New  York,    Rhode  Island  and  Vermont  indicates  that, 
except  for  isolated  cases,    municipalities  in  these  States  have  not  experienced  undue 
difficulty  m  bond  sales.     It  is  the  consensus  of  the  Commission  that  problems  relative 
to  the  sale  of  municipal  bonds  should  be  resolved  at  State  level  rather  than  at  Feder- 
al level.     This  is  being  done  effectively  in  States  which  are  signatory  to  the  Commis- 
sion. 

Enactment  of  S.  3471  or  its  companion  House  bill  would  provide  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  with  the  authority  to  negate  State  water  quality  standards  previously 
approved  by  the  Secretary  in  compliance  with  the  Water  Quality  Act  of  1965  because 
of  the  absence  of  effluent  standards  or  other  factors.     Negating  approved  standards 
at  this  point  in  time  will  result  in  public  confusion  and  a  complete  and  chaotic  dis- 
ruption of  State  water  pollution  abatement  programs,    consequently,    the  NEIWPCC 
opposes  enactment  of  this  legislation  as  presently  drafted. 

The  NEIWPCC  registers  opposition  to  S  3688,    as  presently  drafted  for  the 
following  reasons:     The  proposed  legislation  requires  the  establishment  of  water 
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basin  commissions  with  responsibility  for  developing  basin  comprehensive  water 
quality  control  and  pollution  abatement  plans  and  approving  plans  for  the  construc- 
tion of  waste  treatment  facilities  as  a  qualifying  condition  for  grant  approval. 
Such  requirements  add  another  layer  of  authority  in  water  pollution  abatement  ac- 
tivities and  will  cause  unnecessary  delays  in  pollution  abatement.     The  requirements 
also  create  an  additional  financial  burden  upon  State  governments  in  supporting  50% 
of  the  cost  of  such  basin  commissions  for  the  first  five  years  and  the  full  cost  sub- 
sequent thereto.     In  areas  where  river  basins  commissions  have  been  established 
under  Title  II  of  the  Water  Resources  Planning  Act  of  1965  and/or  where  interstate 
Commissions  involved  in  water  pollution  abatement  have  been  established,    the  cre- 
ation of  water  basin  commissions  within  the  meaning  of  S  3688  would  result  in  un- 
necessary duplication  of  effort  and  would  also  result  in  an  inordinate  number  of 
levels  of  authority.      As  an  example,    New  York  State  identifies  60  drainage  basins 
within  the  State,    of  which  16  are  major  basins.     The  NEIWPCC  identifies  20  major 
basins  in  the  six  New  England  States.      The  creation  of  water  basin  commissions 
could  result  in  36  to  76  new  organizations  within  the  Compact  area.     The  NEIWPCC 
recommends  that  existing  State  and  regional  organizations  be  strengthened  from  the 
standpoint  of  manpower,    funds  and  authority  in  lieu  of  creating  new  agencies.     The 
Commission  supports  the  provisions  of  Section  5  of  the  proposed  legislation  pertain- 
ing to  the  reallocation  of  unexpended  grant  funds,    annual  appropriations  for  construc- 
tion grants  and  advanced  authorization  requests  for  grant  funds  for  future  years. 

The  NEIWPCC    compact-member  States  have  prefinanced  the  construction  of 
waste  treatment  facilities  to  the  extent  of  $69.  16  million  with  little  or  no  reimburse- 
ment.    An  additional  $400  million  has  been  committed  to  prefinancing.     This  pre- 
financing was  accomplished  in  good  faith  and  with  the  expectation   that  Congress 
would  meet  its  reimbursement  obligation.     It  is  imperative  that  the  reimbursement 
provisions  of  Section  8  (c)  of  Public  Law  660  as  amended  be  extended  beyond  the 
current  expiration  date  of  July  1,  1971.     The  retroactive  data  of  June  30,   1966  must 
also  be  maintained. 

The  New  England  Interstate  Water  Pollution  Control  Commission  calls  upon 
the  members  of  the  New  England  and  New  York  State  Congressional  Delegations 
and  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  Public  Works  Committee  to  support  the 
Commission's  views  as  set  forth  herein.

soon.       It  contains  an  analysis  of  what  is  currently  being  dumped  in 
the  ocean  and  what  is  likely  to  be  dumped  in  the  future  and  also 
presents  an  extensive  list  of  recommendations  to  the  President, 
dealing  with  such  things  as  interim  and  long-term  aspects  and 
alternatives  to  ocean  dumping  of  waste  materials. 


We  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  ocean  dumping  if  not  checked 
can  lead  to  serious  environmental  consequences.       We  have  made  a 
comprehensive  review  of  the  problem  and  believe  that  we  have 
developed  a  strong  and  effective  program  to  meet  the  needs  dis- 
closed by  our  study.       It  is  my  expectation  that  our  report  and  recom- 
mendations will  be  available  soon.

As  you  probably  know,  the  Nauset  Beach  problem  poses 
more  than  ecological  and  environmental  questions;

The  District  wishes  to  acquaint  you  with  "The  Pilgrim  Area"  Resource 
Conservation  and  Development  Project,  covering  Bristol,  Barnstable, 
Dukes,  Nantucket,  and  Plymouth  Counties. 

The  project's  objectives  are  to  accelerate  the  wise  planning  and 
development  of  the  area's  natural  resources  and  to  improve  the 
environmental  quality.

The  growing  problem  of  shoreline  erosion  must  be  approached 
and  sWved  in  its  entirety.   Basically,  tohe  shoreline  and 
beaches  are  a  continuous,  delicate  buffer  between  the  sea 
and  man's  home:  the  land.   If  this  delicate  buffer  deterior- 
ates or  is  destroyed,  the  interior  lands  will  be  gravely 
endangered.   For  instance,  fresh  water  tables  and  reserves 
would  be  drastically  affected,  not  to  speak  of  any  structures 
or  developments  in  the  way  of  the  merciless  sea.

Haven't  seen  you  in  person,  I  don't  believe,  since  you  met  with  the  Cape  Cod  Seashore 
Advisory  Commission  some  years  ago. 

The  enclosed  paper  clippings  will  tell  you  about  the  status  of  Universalist  Church 
and  what  we  are  doing  about  it. 

In  October,  1966,  the  89th  Congress  passed  Public  Law  89-665  which  authorized  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  expand  and  maintain  a  national  register  of  districts, 
sites,  buildings,  structures,  and  objects  significant  in  American  history,  architecture, 
archaeology,  and  culture,  -  -  -  -  and  to  grant  funds  to  States  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
paring comprehensive  statewide  historic  surveys  and  plans,  -  -  -  -  for  the  preservation, 
acquisition  and  development  of  such  properties;  the  task  to  be  completed  by  July  1, 
1973.   The  Act  further  provided  that  appropriations  not  to  exceed  $2,000,000  for  fiscal 
year  1967  and  not  more  than  $10,000,000  for  each  of  the  three  succeeding  fiscal  years. 
Full  appropriations  were  never  made  in  the  succeeding  years  and  it  has  been  suggested 
that,  for  fiscal  1972,  $15,000,000  will  be  the  recommended  appropriation  to  complete 
the  monumental  task  ahead  and  still  meet  the  dead-line  for  accomplishment.   To  accomplish 
this  task,  the  funds  are  an  absolute  requisite.   To  obtain  the  total  appropriation,  the 
support  of  all  legislators  who  believe  in  these  goals  is  needed  and  it  is  for  this 
reason,  that  we  are  contacting  and  enlisting  your  support.   It  is  our  sincere  wish  and 
request  that  you  will  do  all  in  your  power  to  be  a  contributing  supporter  of  this  total 
appropriation  when  it  is  presented  to  Congress. 

As  you  may  or  may  not  know,  there  is  interest  in  Provincetown  to  safeguard  a  landmark 
in  this  town,  namely  the  Provincetown  First  Universalist  Church.   We  have  enlisted  the 
interest  and  assistance  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  towards  preparing 
the  necessary  documentation  for  possible  submission  to  the  National  Register. 

Again,  may  we  request  your  active  support  for  total  appropriation  as  recommended  for 
fiscal  1972  in  the  amount  of  $15,000,000  for  the  work  of  the  National  Register? 

We  are  getting  together  a  list  of  sponsors  which  will  include  Governor  Sargent,  Senator 
Brooke,  Senator  Kennedy  and  some  distinguished  people  who  live  on  the  Lower  Cape.   We 
hope  that  you  will  consent  to  be  one  of  our  sponsors.   Hoping  to  hear  from  you  in  the 
affirmative.

Dear  Mr.  Keith; 

I  wish  to  suggest  an  economical,  easily  constructed  device  which  could 
Ije  of  value  to  the  port  of  New  Bedford.   This  device,  known  as  an  air  curtain, 
would:  (1)  aerate  and  circulate  incoming  harbor  water;  (2)  provide  an  experi- 
mental dynamic  oil  containment  boom  in  the  event  of  a  harbor  spill  (without 
gate  closure);  and(3)  provide  a  possible  retardant  effect  on  the  severe  ice 
build-up  now  common  during  Winter  months. 

Such  an  air  curtain  could  be  constructed  across  the  channel  bottom  at 
the  New  Bedford  Hurricane  Barrier  with  a  minimum  of  labor  and  materials, 
chiefly  because  most  of  the  necessary  components  are  already  installed, 
operative  and  manned  at  the  present  time  on  the  Barrier.   Theses  components 
consist  of  two  90  HP  Diesel-driven  air  compressors,  each  producing  250  CFM 
at  110  psi.   Located  on  opposite  sides  of  the  channel,  on  the  Northern  ends 
of  the  Barrier  structure,  these  compressors  provide  air  for  jets  which  blow 
debris  from  the  tracks  upon  which  the  gates  roll.   This  track  clearing  sys- 
tem is  operated  once  weekly  in  stand-by  tests  and  of  course  during  gate 
closure. 

I  suggest  that  with  very  little  additional  piping,  these  ideally

adequately  pressurized  air  to  maintain  an  air  curtain.  The  major  item  of 
additional  piping  would  consist  of  a  suitably  perforated  pipe  through  which 
air  is  released.   This*  release  results  in  the  formation  of  rising,  expand- 
ing bubbles  in  a  regularly  spaced  pattern  along  the  axis  of  the  pipe,  caus- 
ing an  upwelling  of  water  by  a  transference  of  momentum.   The  placement  of 
this  pipe  on  the  channel  bottom,  running  from  one  side  of  the  Barrier  to  the 
other  and  in  line  with  the  compressor  houses,  would  position  the  resulting 
air  curtain  well  North  of  the  gate  sill  (and  indeed,  well  North  of  the  entire 
gate  structure,  including  trunnions).

over  bottom  consisting  of  clean  rocks  and  gravel t  a  distance  of  152  feet  at 
a  mean  sea  depth  of  39  feet. 

Several  American  and  European  organizations  have  worked  with  various 
air  curtain  applications.   Resulting  studies  of  the  principle  indicate  that 
approximately  1  HP  of  compressor  power  per  3  feet  of  curtain  length  perkknot 
of  current  is  needed  for  the  production  of  a  flow  gradient  on  the  water  surface 
(a  critical  factor  in  oil  containment  capabilities).   Thus  with  two  90  HP 
compressors  pumping  into  opposite  ends  of  a  single  line  and  a  known  maximum 
Spring  tide  current  of  4.2  knots,  sufficient  air  may  be  available  to  pchieve 
all  three  of  the  effects  described.

Vq  have  considered  the  proposal  of  Hr.  Gtephen  Caosidy  of  Boat  Diver, 
lac,  which  wa3  sent  to  us.  Mr.  CasGidy  proposed  that  an  air  curtain 
be  installed  across  the  navication  opening  in  the  Hew  Bedford  Hurricane 
Barrier  for  environmental  control.  A  copy  of  the  proposal  is  attached* 

The  suggestion  has  been  discussed  with  exports  in  the  Waterways  Experiment 
Station,  Vicksburg,  the  Engineer  in  Charge  of  the  Capo  Cod  Canal,  marine 
environmental  experts  on  ary  staff  and  others. 

Upon  careful  review,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  use  of  this  isolated 
device  "would  not  have  a  noticeable  effect  on  the  abatement  of  pollution 
in  Nov:  Bedford  Harbor.  In  fact,  we  have  no  indication  that  the  incoming 
harbor  water  ha3  a  need  for  creator  aeration.  The  device  could  Jiavo  an 
adverse  effect  upon  the  passage  of  fish  through  the  barrier  whi«  u  is  the 
only  opening  for  such  passage. 

There  could  be  some  benefit  in  de-icin^  the  cato  passage,  but  the  exist- 
ing equipment  can  accomplish  the  same  thing.  The  ice  in  the  gate  pockets 
can  be  broken  up  by  moving  the  gates  periodically.  The  operation  of  the 
existing  air  jets  would  also  help  in  preventing  ice  build  up  in  the  r;ate 
pockets.

I  appreciate  your  questionnaire  form  of  February,  1972  and  the 

fact  that  you  are  concerned  with  the  opinions  of  your  constitutents . 

I  am  very  pleased  to  return  this  to  you  herewith. 

I  should  also  like  to  express  my  opinions  concerning  the  matter 
of  offshore  drilling  in  the  New  England  area.   It  would  seem 
to  me  from  an  article  carried  in  the  Boston  Herald  Traveler 
on  March  3,  1972  that  the  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Interior  is  attempting 
sample  drillings  off  of  George's  Bank  in  the  near  future, 
contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  residents  of  the  New  England  area. 
This  is  also  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  Senator  William  M.  Bulger 
and  Leo  Allen  of  the  Marine  Boundaries  Commission,  as  well  as 
to  the  Legislators  from  New  York,  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut. 

I  trust  you  will  agree  with  me  that  this  is  certainly  a  dangerous 
experiment  and  one  which  I  consider  to  be  the  initial  step  towards 
actual  drilling  operations  in  the  future.   The  hazards  of  these 
drilling  operations  have  already  been  experienced  in  Santa  Barbara, 
California  as  well  as  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  all  of  which  have 
proven  extremely  detrimental  to  the  people  in  those  areas. 

Thus  I  ask  you  to  take  a  firm  position  against  both  the  oil  companies 
and  our  Interior  Dept.  against  any  drilling  operations  either  to 
obtain  samples  or  on  an  experimental  basis.

I  believe  that  all  pesticides  should  be  carefully  tested 
to  determine  their  degree  of  safety  and  effectiveness 
before  sale,  distribution,  or  delivery  is  permitted.  Their 
potential  environmental  impact  and  possible  dangers  resultant 
from  misuse  must  be  determined  before  they  are  put  on  hhe 
market. 

For  specific  information  on  any  pesticide,  I  would  suggest 
you  contact  the  Massachusetts  State  Pesticide  Board.

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Brewster 
Conservation  Commission  that  a  cut  of  $23  million  had  been  pro- 
posed by  President  Nixon  in  the  1973  funds  for  soil  conservation 
services.   This  Commission  feels  that  budget  cuts  that  affect 
the  operation  of  conservation  agencies  at  this  critical  stage 
of  conservation  need  is  shortsighted  and  ill  advised. 

The  Barnstable  Conservation  District  had  contributed 
to  the  work  of  the  Brewster  Conservation  Commission  through  the 
preparation  of  soil  maps,  the  tree  seedling  programs,  and  the 
recently  completed  Natural  Resources  Inventory  of  Brewster, 
The  Commission  thinks  that  State  and  Federal  Conservation 
agencies  and  programs  should  be  maintained  at  efficiency  levels 
and  expanded  when  possible,  not  starved  by  inadequate  support.

As  you  know,  the  Public  Land  Law  Review  Commission  submitted  its 
report  in  June  of  1970.   The  baief  recommendations  of  this  Com- 
mission have  been  incorporated  in  H.R.  7211.   This  measure  sets 
forthethe  basic  policy  regarding  Federal  lands  and  resources. 
Also  under  consideration  are  several  bills  concerning  national 
land  use  planning. 

The  House  Interior  and  Insular  Affairs  Committee  has  already  held 
several  executive  sessions  on  this  legislation.   They  are 
scheduled  to  go  back  into  executive  session  next  Monday  and  Tuesday 
and  again,  May  4.   The  aim  of  the  Committee  is  to  report  out  a 
bill  which  will  incorporate  the  provisions  of  H.R.  7211  and  H.R. 
4332,  relative  to  land  use  planning.   Although  Representative 
Wayne  Aspinall,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  is  anxious  to  report 
out  this  legislation,  such  a  comprehensive  measure  will  neces- 
sarily take  a  good  deal  of  time.

We  wish  to  inform  you  that  this  office  contacted  Mrs.  Noonan  by  tele- 
phone on  July  7,  1972,  and  further  reported  to  Mr.  David  Siddall  of 
your  staff  to  advise  him  of  our  response  to  your  inquiry.  Application 
forms  and  information  pertaining  to  HDD's  Open  Space  Land  Program  have 
been  mailed  to  Mr.  John  DeMello,  Jr.,  who  is  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  Falmouth.  It  was  explained  to  Mrs.  Noonan  that  this  HUD 
Area  Office  is  placing  a  cut-off  date  of  July '31,  1972  on  the  receipt 
of  new  applications  under  the  Open  Space  Program  for  fiscal  year  1973 
funding.  This  action  is  being  taken  in  anticipation  of  Revenue  Sharing 
which,  if  it  is  passed  by  Congress,  could  a>ffect  HUD  operations  in 
the  second  half  of  this  fiscal  year. 

As  an  alternative  to  HUD's  Open  Space  Program,  Mrs.  Noonan  was  informed 
that  the  Department  of  Interior,  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation 
provides  open  space  grant  assistance  under  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation 
Fund. 

With  awareness  and  information  of  HUD  and  Department  of  Interior 
programs,  Falmouth  should  be  in  an  excellent  position  to  examine 
Federal  assistance  available  to  assist  the  Town  in  providing  for 
its  local  open  space  needs.

In  response  to  the  recent  telephone  request  by  Mr.    Turkington  of 
your  Washington,    D.    C.    office,    I  am  pleased  to  provide  you  with  a 
status  report  on  our  shore  erosion  control  study  for  Cape  Cod 
easterly  shores. 

The  study  was  authorized  by  resolution,   which  you  sponsored,    of 
the  U.    S.   House  Public  Works  Committee  on  2  December  1970. 
The  resolution  calls  for  a  survey  of  the  outer  arm  of  Cape  Cod  ex- 
tending from  Provincetown  to  the  southern  extremity  of  Nauset 
Beach  in  the  interest  of  beach  erosion  control,    hurricane  protec- 
tion,   and  allied  purposes. 

Funds  in  the  amount  of  $15,  000  are  in  the  President's  Budget  for 
FY  197  3  to  begin  the  study.     With  these  funds,   which  will  not  be- 
come available  until  the  Appropriations  Bill  is  signed  sometime 
this  fall,   we  plan  to  hold  conferences  with  officials  of  the  commu- 
nities involved  and  representatives  of  the  State  and  the  National 
Seashore  Park  with  a  view  toward  holding  a  full  public  meeting  on 
the  matter  in  the  spring  of  1973.     The  meeting  will  be  held  to  ob- 
tain views  and  comments  on  the  coastal  problems  along  the  study 
area  shores,    and  specifically  the  improvements  local  interests  de- 
sire.    Preliminary  and  then  more  detailed  studies  will  be  conduct- 
ed with  funds  to  be  made  available  in  subsequent  fiscal  years.
